Away at Union Hotel Saturday 


WELL KNOWN IN COUNTY 


Was Admitted to Bar in 1877 and 


Served Two Terms as District At- 


.. 
torney—Resolutions Adopted. 


Frank Fletcher, Attorney-at-Law, 


Bedford, was born April 23, 1852, 
and died November 8, 1913. His 
father, Daniel Fletcher, died in 1885 
, and his mother, Susan (Barkman) 
Fletcher, in 1905. He has one broth- 
,er,, John, the present County "Treas- 
, urer "and two sisters, Mary and Julia 


ivho survive him. 
The deceased was born in Monroe 
Township, Bedford County, and re- 
ceived his common school education 
in the" old Fletcher school district 
under the tutorship of Professors 
Vanghn. and Hughes, two widely 
known educators of the 
county. 


While in the public schools he 
showed a marked, degree of aptness 
and' brilliancy in ail his studies, more 
especially mathematics in which his 
reasoning maintained throughout his 
. life. At a. youthful age he was eom- 
missionedio teach school, was select- 
ed—to- conduct the Barkman and 
Wetmer schools in his native town- 
ship ^wfilch'fie-did,with success. After 


- _ teaching these 'two years he entered 
, Millersville State 
Normal 
School, 


from which institution he graduated 
to 1874-. " Here he had,as classmates 
young men who today have made 
rapid-_a4vaneement in various Jiaes.

didoes of political women in the West 
and New England, before I met you, 
you might have deceived me, for I 
am inclined to feel that women are 
naturally frank, fair and honorable 
in their transactions.

perience with men and women in the 
University of Hard Knocks, where I 
graduated, has taught me to be vigi- 
lant but not suspicious, and to never 
accept hearsay for facts.

"Mr. Mann, I would like 
to have you speak from my plat- 
form," I thanked you and believed 
your invitation was simply a little

Aad yea say that after you were in- 
terviewea, two days intervened before 
your story appeared in The Patriot.' 
Now then, inasmuch as you are so

"Dad" Witnesses the Unloading of a , 


Big Show and Erection of Tents. 
] 


Louisville, Ky., November 3.—I j 
doubt very much whether there is an 
institution in the world that has 
reached a higher state of perfection 
than the commissary department of 
a big circus, either 
the~ Ringling 
Brothers or Barnum ,and Bailey. 
I 
shall write about the latter. I got 
up at 5 and childlike toddled out to 
28th and West JBroadway to see this 
circus unload and erect some of the 
great white city, feeding and caring 
for 1,200 men daily with a new 
kitchen and dining room. This big 
circus reached this city at 4 a. m., 
coming all the way from Nashville, 
where they showed yesterday. 
The 
show is divided into five big sections 
of cars. The first one, usually called 
the flyer, came in first, while the 
others 
followed 
thirty 
minutes 
apart. The first stroke of work per- 
formed this morning was,the estab- 
lishment of a battery of steel ranges 
and ovens. While this work was be- 
ing done another force was busy 
erecting a canvas tent over the kitch- 
en and nearby was another squad of 
men busy erecting the tent for the 
dining room. A great canvas room 
with seats for a thousand persons 
was erected, all this being done in 
little more time than it takes me to, 
tell you. In less than an hour aftei 
the first stake was driven the kitchen 
department was in absolute working 
order, steam 
tables heaped with 
juicy steaks (that made my mouth 
water) and chops that the ranges 
were "turning out. 
The bake ovens 
were busy also turning out the nicest 
looTiing brown biscuits, and all this 
under the watchful eye of one man. 
It is timed so that a hot breakfast 
awaits the other workmen when they 
arrive. 
They say that experience 
has taught them that the men take-a 
greater interest in their work if they 
have had a warm meal first, and I 
tell you this breakfast looked good 
enough for anyone to tackle; nice 
tablecloths on- nearly all the tables. 


There are ninety cars that belong 
to the Barnum. and Bailey circus and, 
as I have said, these are divided into 
five sections. 
Now _mmd you these 


ninety "cars are loaded and unloaded 
every day, rain or shine 
The wa- 
gons, animals and all paraphernalia 
belonging to the show is moved 
quickly to the show grounds, where 
small groups of men stand ready to 
start in as soon as the boss winks at 
them; loud and boisterous talk, also 
swearing by the employes, has been 
done away with by the big circuses 
In the unloading, the driving of 
stakes and, in fact, even the minut- 
est detail moves along like clock 
work. To see ten men each with a 
big ten-pound sledge surround 
a 
stake and at first tap- it gently and 
later each hit it with all'his strength, 
no one interfering with the other in 
striking, is a sight one never sees at 
home and all this is done in such a 
short time that the onlooker is stag- 
gered by the sight. Why it seemed 
but a few short moments until the 
white city arose all around me'and I 
think that the various tents must 
have covered a twenty acre field. 
Here was an enormous hotel, wagon 
shop, blacksmith 
shop, 
postoffice, 


hospitals for man and beast, four 
large stables in which were seven 
hundred horses and ponies, eighteen 
camels, twenty elephants, a zoological 
garden in which were many rare wild 
animals and the arena or main show 
room with seats for fifteen thousand 
people. 
Of course, all this requires much 


careful thought. 
One has only to 
look at the magnitude of this won- 
derful show which has traveled this

Though there have been many fore- 
shadow ings,, the mind of man cannot 
grasp the awful realities of that day 
and the Son of God Raftering for the 
sins of the world. 


So Moses, the servant of the Lord, 


died, but there was nothing sad in 
such a death. It was a release from the 
long conflict with the world, the flesh 
and the devil and a going home to 
stay with God, whom he had long 
known face to face. There was neither 
sickness nor suffering; his eye was not 
dim nor his natural force abated (verses 
5, 7, 10). Aaron bad no sickness (Num. 
xx, 25-28). Sickness is not necessary 
to death. Do we not see it all about 
us and read of it in the papers every 
day, whether it is called by the name 
of heart failure or some other name? 
Even should it be a violent death our 
Lord said, "Fear not them which kill 
the body.'' 
And we are elsewhere 


taught that to die is gain. It is to de- 
part and be vrith Christ, which is very 
far better; it is to be absent from the 
body and present with the Lord, and 
precious in the sight of the Loid is the 
death of His, saints (Matt, x, 28; Phil, 
i, 21. 23: II Cor. v, S; Ps. cxvi, 15). 


Moses died aud was buried in the 


laud of Moab, but no man knoweth 
where (verses 5.
